The Army Pay-Roll. 
It ia not to be expected that the gigantic 
tack-of organizing and bringing to perfection, 
‘even in its minor details, an army of a million 


finger ; but there are many things which are 
“apt to be deferred, or dismissed as minvr, 
when they. may, be fundamental. Of. this 
kind is the paying of our sdldiers.. We are

the soldier, who is sometimes kept uapaid for 
several months, if he were so placed that he 
could offer his pay-roll for sale, orif brokers 
would buy it, but there is.no such market for 
the rank’ and file, though necessity sends4 
large per centage of the commissioned officers | 
to the brokers, who bay their assigned pay- 
rolis, ata shave of from five to ten per cent, 
amonath. This should not occur, if it were 
only for the simple reason that, really, a com- 
missioned officer is not well enough off with 
his pay to afford it. If he lives in proper 
manner, the amount is closely calculated to 
take him through, and that five or ten per 
cent. cannot be spared, to say nothing of the 
manifest injustice of ite going into the hands 
of a usurer. 

The private who is paid once in three 
months, and receives the amount in gross, is 
apt to calculate it as really larger than it, is. 
The result of such calculation is extrava- 
gence, and already prepared for indulgence by 
former deprivation, his money flies under the 
variety of temptations that always follow in 
the wake of the paymaster, before he has 
had a chance to fairly realize its possession ; 
ead the result is, suffering by a neglected 
family, or a deprivation to himself of those 
things which might add gréatly to his com- 
fort and happiness. The present mode of 
payment is the millenium of sutlers, who, on 
pay day, ure elwave ready at the table to pre- 
sent their checks for a heavy slice off the sol- 
diers’ small wages. . There is a charm in 
credit that the gallant fellows cannot resist, 
and even though they pay a doliar for a pound 
of cheese, or a little package of crackers, as 
long as the sum does not come out of their 
pocket in cash, they are blind to the results, 
until confronted at the pay table with the evi-. 
dence of their indulgence. 

A.short. and. prompt term of payment 
would do away with this. It would teach 
the soldier better the value of money when 
he received it in small sums, and knew that 
i¢must be made useful until the next pay 
day, because the sutlers would not give cred- 
it, which they assuredly would not; if Gov- 
ernment removed its proteetion fiom. the

thine, in eolouial possessions. 

When. the peace of 1816 was conciuded, 
France had lost nearly everything In the 
shape of a navy and of colonia! possessions. 
But thirty-five years have witnessed a work 
ef restoration truly marvelous. Her mari- 
time greatness has grown steadily. In thir- 
teen years England destroyed six hundred 
French ships-of-war; yet to-day, such are 
the naval resources of the country, and its 
capacity of production, that forty ships-of-the- 
line an@ forty frigates could be built or build- 
ing at the same time. Cherbourg, Brest, 
L’Orient, and Rochefort, with Toulon on the 
Mediterranean, are. the five ports whose ca- 
pacity of naval production are nowhere 
equaled. In them are eighty shiphouses, 
twenty-five docks, and. all the appliances 
which modern. ingenuity has suggested. 
Cherbourg is the most remarkable of these 
ports. ‘Originally ® was an open bay, with a 
rocky shore, exposed. to the severest 
storms. .But..pow an immense sea-wail, 
nine hundred feet broad at its base, and rising 
sixty-six feet from the bed of the sea, stretch- 
es across the bay for three miles, and stands 
imbedded like the native rock, after a seventy 
years’ battle withthe elements.’ At each end 
are ship channels, and while thus the harbor 
is safe, its approaches are under theconceatric . 
fire of six hundred guns. Three basins,capable 
of holding fifty..of the largest’ ships, have | 
been hewn'out of the solid rgck, on the west-. 

efn shore of the harbor, and the writer re- 
marks that “ it is no vain boast, thatan army. 
of a hundred thousand men can be embarked 
any fine morning at Cherbourg; and that the 
fleet necéssary for its transport can be built, 
afd armed, and equipped, and protected to 
the hour. of its departure, in this: fortified 
haven.” 

‘But France has not progressed alone in ca- 
pacity and resources of naval. construction. 
Equal progress has been made in adopting ail 
the new improvements in naval warfare, and 
the’ invulnerability ‘of War vessels Was an 
achievement with France .while England 
was experiinenting.. When England had six- 
teeg iron-clad frigates completed, or under 
way, France had thirty-one, beside gunboais 
and floating batteries. 

But there jis another marked feature in 
French naval achievements. Considering the 
fact that the population of France is essen- 
tially a peasantry, with but little genius for 
the sea, to keep the navy supplied with sailors 
has been the most difficult work to perform 
in the development) of the Empire's’ nivel

not in speed. The resuit of ‘this facility is’ 
fatal to the. employe,. first, . because 
it takes away her own appreciation of her | - 
profession, and does away with allesprit du 
corps, and, secondly, it allows the employer to | 
dictate the sum of her wages; for the simple | 
reason that if sheis not satisfied, and chouses | 
to leave, he can ag easily supply her place as 
Let-us imagine the conse- 
quence if three-fourths of the laboring men 
and mechanics of the land were at once 
threwa intocertain avenues of labor, the suc- 
cessful operation of which would only cost 
them a few weeks’ practice; what would be 
the result? Why, that one would compete 
against the other, until the wages would be 
below living etandard, and still a large num- 
ber always unemployed: This is precisely 
the case with women: ‘Instead of secking 
those walks of labor that required application 
and inteiléct, and receiving the payment of 
their skill, they have only filled those that 
require mere manual force, or @ quickly 
learned dexterity, and, by overcrowding them, 
have brought themselves entirely inta. the 
power of their employers, or have, by compe- 
tition, reduced the value of the article they 
produce. It is useless to say that women 
have not the mechanical skill and applicatioa 
of men ; the argument is nct.worthy ot answer; 
the only fact is that: they bave ne opportunity 


to exercise it; 


It is an accepted fact ia all.politicd! econo~ 
my that a branch of labor, when overstocked, 


/can-only be relieved by drawing off the sur- 


plus, or cresting a demand, which demand, in 
niné ‘Uimes. out of .ten,. is. a fictitious. one. 
Strikes and eombinations to effect a rise in 
wages, where this radical’ defect exists, ‘are 
useless for permanent good. Tliey may suc- 
cééd for the moment, from some special cause 
—but the true.remedy lies only in a diversion 
of the -overplus.. This mast be the remedy. 
‘with wonten’s'work. Strikes and combina- 
tions can effect no permanent good in.ite 
present condition, beyond impeliing a few 
employers into better habits for a short time, 
or raising up a few material sympathizers. 
Something must be done beyond this; some- 
thing to draw off the surplus—and this can 
only be done by women themselves. In this 

“must expect no “aid and comfort” from 
the mags of men. [t will be a movement. 
that men will oppose, because they will 
believe’ that an _irruption. of. women 
will. displace ‘them. “All ‘movements in 
labor are gradual. Ne branch is swept 
away at a blow, but as the advent of ma- 
chivery, or the change of fashion, comes upon 
them, they gradually melt off into other chan- 
nels equally good. So will it be should women 
find their way into some of what are now the 
occapations of men. In time it may ca 
the stronger hands to seek other Jabor, but as 
long as they have strength and skill, so long 
will they find remunerative employment. Or- 
ganizations of women te encourage and as- 
sist each other in: learning trades and profes- 
sions would be practical relief.
